NATION BUILDING 


The Crisis 
(By Bishop G. E. Lloyd) 


The dilution of our National blood 
began in avery quiet way about 
twenty-five years ago, as is shewn by 
the census of 1901 But the crisis was 
Lrought about nearly three years ago 
by the political necessities of Premier 
King. At a time when his fortunes 
were trembling in the balance the two 
tailways seized the opportunity to 
make the railways pay by extracting 
from the Premier an Order in Council 
which is now known as the railway 
agreement. By this document the rail 
ways were given almost carte blance 
to bring into this country_non-preferr, 
ed Europeans from central and south 
ern Europe. Germany was transferr- 
ed to the preferred list apparently 
without any authofity but that of the 
Minister if Immigration, and the pro 
cess of flooding began and is now in 
full swing 

The first work of the newly formed 
National Association of Canada, (in 
‘act the cause that brought it into ex- 
istence) was to arouse the British pop 
ulation of Canada to the immediate 
need of denouncing the railway agree 
ment and demanding its abrogation 
at once. This railway agreement or 
Order in Council is an enemy of every 
British institution in the Dominion 
vf Canada and should be fought 
fought to a finish by every true son 
of the Empire. The parliamentary Im 
migration Investigation Committee at 
Ottawa shewed clearly that they did 
not like the Agreement: and suggest 
ed that it should not be renewed in 
its present form at the expiration of 
the present lease or permission. But 
that is not sufficient 

During the last two years and a 
half the Agreement has. been in force | 
the railways, have dumped into this 
country an alarming number of Euro 
pean undesirables Belgians have jump 
ed in 1927 to 2,149. Finns increase sud 
denly from 1,680 to 5,268. Germans | 
increased from 9,674 in 1926 to more 
than 15,000 in 1927. Italians went up | 
from 1,776 to 3,466 Poles jumped | 
from 2,725 to 6,704 Ruthenians went 
up from 4,312 to 10,061 and Slovaks 
from 2,069 to 4,284. And all this is the 
immediate and direct result of the 
railway agreement allowing the rail 
ways to bring in these unpreferred 
Europeans with little or no restriction 
from the Immigration Department 

If Premier King has not the cour- 
age to withdraw this iniquitous Order 
in Council then it ought to be made 
very plain to the railway authorities 


that they exercise the ill-gotten fran 
chise in opposition to the will of this 
country and that fact should be made 
unmistakably plain to the Premier. 
If the use of this has done so much 
harm to the blood of this country in 
the last two and a half years the next 
two and a half years will be much 
more harmful. The figures given shew 
that very plainly The whole system 
cf “nominations” “applications” and 
“permits” as applied to Continental 
immigration is thoroughly wrong. It 
is subversive of the British character 
of this nation and should never have 
been allowed 

This ‘‘agreement” is one of the most 
vicious thing (from the standpoint 
of nation, building) which has hap- 
pened within my memory of forty- 
eight years in Canada. Questions like 
reciprocity only affect our wealth in 
dollars and if found tp be a mistake 
could be rectified by the loss of some 
millions. But this railway agreement 
is flooding the country with undesir- 
able Europeans by tens of thoysands 
and the vitiation of the blood and 
character of this as a British nation 
can never be rectified. Its results will 
always be with us

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WHAT SIZE SHEETS DO YOU BUY 


' Most women buy sheets so seldom 
that they have only a vague idea of 
the size required. Shoes, stockings, 
dresses corsets (among the few still 
wearing them), step-ins, petticoats 
(absolete in many localities) all have 
their size imprinted firmly in the 
mind of milady with the pocketbook 
But sheets—well sheets are differ- 
ent When the old ones wear out new 
ones are purchased, and very often 
milady has not measured the mattress 
of if she has she fails to allow for 
the tuckin at the bottom or the blan 
ket overlap atthe top which may 
mean that she will procure something

Measure your sheets and 
see how. near you have come to this 
standard—and remember’ what you 
find when next you go on a shopping 
expedition for sheets

Okanagan. — Word is received 
from Washington that the Okana- 
gan project, during the last year, 
had a higher per acre yield of 
apples and a consequent higher 
acre return to the grower, than 
any government irrigation project 
in the United States. The local 
project, with 3.567 acres in apples, 
has a yield of 35,142,750 pounds, 
or 9,852 pounds to the acre, a yield 
which brought the growers a re- 
turn of $1,030,854, or the high re- 
cord price of $289 an acre. On the 
Yakima project the average yield 
was 9,602 pounds to the acre or at 
the rate of $246.16 per acre. The 
hearest approach to the Washing- 
ton record was on the Sun river 
project in Montana, where the 
average was $153.33 an acre, fol- 
lowed by the Boise project, with a 
price of $148. 


Ottawa.— The Department of 
Agriculture has issued a report 
showing how the Canadian “Moth” 
plane is combatting wheat rust— 
how the Canadian Air Force, the

MEASLES 


Measles is a child-killer This dis- 
ease which so many regard as of no 
seriousness and. which is thought of 
as a necessary evil, accompanied by 
certain inconveniences, is, as a mat- 
ter of fact, a serious menace to child 
life and because of the number of 
children ‘it kills, it ranks high among 
st these diseases that take life in ear 
ly childhood 

In 1926, there occurred in Canada 
893 deaths from Measles, of which 
264 were children under one year of 
age The disease attacks especially. 
those under three years. The older 
the child the better chance he has 
of recovery 

Measles. is a communicable disease 
it is passed from the sick to the well. 
It is very easily spread and pract- 
ically all who are exposed contract 
the disease, unless they have been pro 
tected by a previous attack 

It is a mistaken idea that every 
child must have measles. It is crim- 
inal to expose children to measles, 
because to do so is to risk their lives 

Measles is serious not only because 
it kills but because it seems to pre- 
pare the ground for other diseases. 
It is the pneumonia following measles 
which makes it so dangerous Tuber 
culosis may betome active after mea 
sles’ 

Concerning the control of measles 
it must be remembered that measles 
is most contagious during the days 
before the rash appears. For this rea- 
son, it is advised that every child 
with a cold in the head be kept away 
from other children, not only to pre- 
vent the spread of colds but because 
the cold may be the first stage the 
most 

Part of the protection of child life 
is the protection of the child from 
measles

Flies are some of the most danger 
ous enemies of mankind They kill 
many people very summer by in-

Flies’ eggs are white in color and

The whole period of de- 
velopment is from eight to ten days 
depending on the conditions of heat 
and moisture in the filth as flies will 
not breed in any other place. It may 
be seen that each female fly may in 
ten days produce one hundred and 
twenty full grown flies, each female 
ot which is able to reproduce at the 
same rate 
Flies’ Habits 

Flies are tremendous eaters and 
are not at all particular as to their 
diet They will travel from the gar- 
bage pail, the manure pile or the 
privvy direct to the kitchen or din- 
ing room 

It has been estimated that they eat 
half their own body-weight of food at 
short intervals during the day. This 
food passes through their bodies but 
slightly changed by their digestiv2 
fluids 

When a fly has swallowed tubercul 
ar or typhoid material, live germs of 
these diseases may be found in the fly 
specks. 

Since flies are great eaters they. de 
posit correspondingly large quantities 
of excreta. A single fly has been 
known to deposit fifty fly specks in 
twenty-four hours ‘ 

Flies as a rule, do not travel far 
from their breeding place, provided 
there is sufficient food They rarely 
travel more than a few hundred yards 

The Fly As A Disease-Carrier 

The only objection to flies used to 
be because they were a nuisance But 
since we have discovered more about 
their breeding places their habits of 
life and the possibility of carrying 
disease germs from garbage cans and 
privvies to our food, we realize the 
danger connected with this pest 

It has been proved conclusively that 
typhoid germs may be carried direct 
ly to our food 

How To Prevent Flies 

The number of flies in and around 
@ neighborhood may be taken asa 
gauge of the cleanliness of that neigh 
borhood , 

The slogan “Swat the Fly’ might 
better be changed to “Starve the Fly” 

To solve the fly problem is simply 
to remove, destroy or screen all filth 
or possible breeding-places If every 
bouseholder kept his premises clean 
and free from filth the problem would 
be solved 

Too many, however, are like the 
cld lady who claimed that. she had 
po flies in her house On having some 
pointed out to her she said that those 
belonged to the neighbors 

To suppress flies in cities, towns or 
villages it is necessary to have com- 
bined effort under the direction of 
some central authority. In the coun- 
try where houses are widely separted 
each farm will breed its own supply 
o1 flies
